Thus it 1s evi 
fent, that as no lower Principle thar 
he Spirit of a Man, knoweth the

Now 
if it be objected, What better is Man, 
for this Supernatural Light, ſeeing his 
Condition is fuch, that he cannot 
comprehend it 2 I anſwer, Though 
he Cannot, yer it Can fo break in 
apon him, as to reveal it felf to 
him; and then, by the diſcovery 
it makes, he may thereby re-

Thus too many makes the Scrip- 
rure ſuit with their Opinions, inſtead 
of making their Opinions ſuit with 
Scripture. 

Now this Grace 1s that Spiritual 
Guide, which the People called Qua- 
bers are heard {0 frequently to exhort 
People ro obſerve the Teachings of: 
And 1s it not well done? And may 
they not lawfully do it?

The Apoſtle Paul, in Roms, 5. 18, 
maketh a plain Parallel between the 
Extent of 4dam's Tranſgreſlion, and 
Chriſt's Obedience and Righteouſneſs ; 
{o that if there be a loſs and diſadvan- 
age come upon all Men, by Adam's 
Trantgreſſion, even ſo there is a gain 
and advantage Come upon all Men, 
through the Righteouſneſs of Chritſt ;

the Apoitlc terms the free Gift, which

for my part, if 1 were tor Abſolute 
Reprobation, this very Text would 
make my very Heart ake ; ſeeing it 
s a Dreadful Thing, either to add 
or diminiſh to Holy Scriptures; for 
Which ſee Rev. 22.

Firſt, in taking the Slothful Servant's 
part, in making God require that 
of Man, he gives him no Power t0 
d9: And then, to make God amends, 
gocth about to make it appear, He 
may, and thar juſtly, Let ſuch till 
reſolve us, Whether God doth not 
look on Man as an accountable Crea- 
ure, and whom he will call ro an 
account for the Deeds done in the 
Body : and accordingly as he hath 
well or il! done, reward or puniſa 
him - Which, if it be granted, that 
Man is 2n accountable Creature, ard 
that ke ftiall receive according to the 
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JNcds done, Whether it is not abſa- 
ety neceſſary that ſuch a Creature, 
1nder ſuch Circumſtances, have Pow- 
x given him, either to do whar is 
quired af him, or not to Go? Bur 
0 Clear the matter further, How can 
ny Creature be juſtly puniſh'd for not 
ting that it never had Power given 
t ro do?

For 
f Man be under an abſolute Eternal 
Decree, {o that all his ways was from 
frernity decreed ; and that God harh 
unchangeably Decreed whatſoever 
-omes to paſs: Whether, pray, can 
any Actions done by Man be properly 
1nd originally called Man's £fittions 2 
Or are they not more properly and 
originally God's ? And then, pray, 
where is there any ſuch thing as Sin 
n the World, except we will fay, 
that God is the Author thereof ; 
which is Blaſphemous to think ? So 
upon the whole, if this Dogtrine 


| were true, it would deſtroy both

Vertue and Vice out of the World; 
ind conſequently Rewards and Puniſh- 
ings: Not to ſay, it overthrows the 
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Belief of the General Judgment. Ye! 
T ſhall leave it with the reſt, to the 
ſerious Conſideration of my Rea. 
ders. 

Thus having taken a ſhort view 
of this DoEtrine of Abſolute Repro- 
bation, and the Nature and Tenden- 
Cy of it: I ſhall proceed to our next, 
1 Cor. 12. 7. Here the Apoſtle doth 
declare, That a Manifeſtation of the 
Sprrit x5 priven to every Man to profit 
withal ; Wiich is more than to every 
Peliever, Or every one of the Flet; 
and much more, than ro none bur 
che E!/-&; for every Man compre- 
hends both Believers and Unbelievers, 
And thus we find it was given,accord- 
nz to our N1viour's Parable of the 
Sower, and the Talents ; the Sowel 
( who was himſclt ) ſow'd his Seed 
upon all the four forts of Ground, 
thouzh but one of them brought 
forth Fruit to maturity; and the fault 
i5 there aſſigned to be in the Ground, 
not in the Seed; for there is no dit- 
ference made of the Seed, but that 
it was all one in the four forts Ol 
Ground. $o likewiſe of the Talents, 


the Slothful Servant is charged witl 
| not 
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not improving his Talert ; and no- 
thing alledged even by ihe Slothful 
Servant, bur that the Talent was the 
lame with the others, as it doth 
clearly appear ro be; for the Lord 
calleth it hs Money, and bs owns 
nay, the Slothful Servant confeſſes ir 
to be his ; and thercfore it was given 
'0 him that had made his five ten. 

[ have elſewhere ſhewed, thar the 
alerting of Saving Grace to be given 
to all, doth not conclude all ro be 
therefore Saved.
